COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE.

February. Sir H. Llewellyn Smith presided, and there were also 
present Lord Strathcona, Sir F. Forbes Adam, Sir A. E. Bateman, 
Mr. H. Birchenough, Mr: F. Brittain, Mr. H. Brock, Mr.

Holderness, Mr. H. W. Just, Mr. E. G. Lister, Mr. W. H. Mitchell, 
Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., Sir Albert Rollit, Sir A. Spicer, M.P., Mr. G. J. 
Stanley, Mr. T. Worthington and Mr. Percy Ashley (Secretary). 

It was reported that the number of written and personal enquiries 
received at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade 
during 1910 had been 14,839, as compared with 13,144 in the previous 
year. The number of firms on the Special Register of the Branch 
(see p. 439) at the end of the year was 1,415. The Committee also 
considered various questions relating to the work of the Branch and 
other matters referred to them by the Board of Trade. 





BRITISH TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA : 
Visit to the United Kingdom of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


Arrangements have been made by the Board of Trade for the 
temporary return to this country of His Majesty’s Trade Commis- 
sioner in Australia (Mr. C. Hamilton Wickes) with a view to 
visiting the principal industrial centres of the United Kingdom, 
and giving British manufacturers and merchants an opportunity of 
consulting him with regard to trade conditions and openings in the 
Commonwealth. Chambers of Commerce and other representa- 
tive commercial associations desirous of arranging for such visits should 
place themselves in communication with the Director of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C., as soon as possible. Mr. Wickes was to leave 
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H.M. Trade Commissioner. 





Arrangements have been 
made for the carrying on of the work of the ''rade Commissioner’s 
office at Melbourne as usual during the absence of the Commissioner 
in this country. 

One of the principal duties of His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners 
is to report to the Board of Trade promptly, and if possible in 
advance, any opportunities which may arise in the Dominions in the 
form of contracts open to tender, or in any other way for the devélop- 
ment of British trade. ‘The Commissioners also report to the Board 
periodically on the nature and extent of foreign competition and other 
matters of commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties 
and regulations, financial and trade conditions, changes in regard to 
means of transport, and legislation affecting trade and commerce; and 
thev furnish periodically lists of probable buyers of European 
goods in the Dominions. A good deal of the information 
so furnished is published by the Board’s Intelligence Branch 
in the weekly ‘“ Board of Trade Journal,” some is communi- 
cated to Chambers of Commerce likely to be specially interested 
and to those British firms whose names are inscribed in the 
Special Register of the Intelligence Branch, and some—e.v., lists of 
names of traders at particular places, detailed Customs regulations 
affecting particular matters, and similar information of limited 
interest—is filed at the Intelligence Branch for the information of 
persons interested who apply, either personally or by letter. 

The Trade Commissioners also reply directly to all enquiries which 
may be addressed to them directly by British merchants and 
manufacturers. The number of these direct enquiries is increasing 
rapidly, but it is generally desirable that enquiries should be made 
through the Commercial Intelligence Branch (73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C.), which is often in possession of the information sought 
and is thus in a position to save the enquirer much delay. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Finland.—The British Vice-Consul at Hangé points out the 
necessity for British firms desiring to open up trade with Finland 
to allow credit ; foreign firms usually allow at least three months’ 
credit, as a rule against accepted bills. Prices should be quoted in 
Finnish money, c.i.f. Finnish port, and the metric system of weights 
and measures used. 

It is to be noted that sea freights to Finland are increased by 
10 per cent. from 16th September to 15th November, and by 
332 per cent. from 16th November to 30th April. Special and 
through rates could probably be arranged as regards most towns in 
Finland, on application to the agents in England for the United 
Kingdom—Finland steamship services. 

There are many reliable Finnish firms who would be glad to do 
business with the United Kingdom if they were offered some credit, 
and if some reduction in freight rates from the United Kingdom 
could be obtained. (4,711.) 
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COMMERCIAL TRUSTS ACT, 1910, OF NEW ZEALAND.

Electro-Staalverk A/s,” with a capital of about 25,000/., for the 
purpose of utilising scrap iron and steel from broken-up vessels, 
workshops, &c. for the electrical production of high quality steel 
(‘“‘ kvalitetstaal”). Works are to be erected at Jérpeland, near 
Stavanger, in Ryfylke, where the company has secured a supply of 
2,500 h.p. of electrical energy, which it is said could be increased to 
10,000 h.p. The equipment of the works is to include, in connection 
with the steel furnace, rolling works, smal! hammering works, and a 
steel foundry. In view of the increasing import—now amounting to 
about 10,000 tons per annum—into Stavanger of tin plates for the 
fish canning industry, the establishment of tin-plate rolling works. 
may also be considered later. ‘The annual output is estimated at 
1,400 tons of high grade steel billets, 600 tons of cast steel, 300 tons 
of hammered steel, and 700 tons of scrap for re-smelting. It is 
stated that the works will be situated at an ice-free harbour, with 
frequent steamer connection from Stavanger with the chief ports of 
Europe. It is proposed to commence operations this year.

The directors of the Tinfos paper mills have turned over the electric 
iron ore smelting undertaking at Notodden to a newly-formed 
company named the ‘“'Tinfos Jernverk, A/s.,” Notodden, with a 
capital of about 55,5001. 

A new undertaking for the electrical smelting of iron, known as the 
“ A/s Arendals Fossekompagni,” has been established at Arendal, 
under the management of Mr. Eyde. The new company is an exten- 
sion of an old undertaking of the same name, the capital being 
increased to 253,300/. It is reported to own the Béile Foss, near 
Arendal, a waterfall capable of affording 30,000 h.p. of electrical 
energy, of which it is proposed at first to harness only 12,000 h.p. 
The company has obtained the right to use the A/s Electrometals: 
Swedish (Grénwall) process, and has also acquired ore deposits near 
Arendal. : (C. 62.) 
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The Ilen , Smelting Works, of of Trondhjem, are stated to have decided 
to turn their attention to the electrical smelting of metals. ‘The 
process to be employed is described as the invention and patent of 
the director of the works, Mr. Tharaldsen. ‘Trial smeltings are being 
started with a furnace of 1,000 h.p., chiefly for copper smelting, with 
an estimated producing capacity of 2,000 tons per annum. A second 
furnace for iron smelting of 3,000 h.p., and capable of producing 
9,000 tons per annum, is expected to start work in the spring.

A consignment of 25 metric tons of pure copper, the first copper 
produced by electrical smelting in Norway, has recently been exported 
from the Birtavarra mines, at Kaafjord, near Lyngér. The company 
working these mines has recently considerably extended its works 
and has adopted a new method of electric smelting. Communica- 
tions regarding these works might be addressed to Mr. G. Thesen, 
Ankerlien, near ‘l'roms6. 

The “ A/s Kristianssands Nikkelraffineringsverk,” Christiansand, is 
about to undertake the electrical smelting and refining of nickel and 
copper. (C. 62.) 





TEXTILE INDUSTRIES OF PHILADELPHIA, 
H.M. Consul at Philadelphia (Mr. W. Powell) has furnished the 


following information relative to the textile industries at that place :— 

The census figures of 1904 showed that there were 1,331 factories 
in Philadelphia engaged in the textile industry, giving employment 
to 80,310 hands and having an output valued at 170,000,000 dollars 
(about 35,000,000/.). By 1909, according to a report by the Factory 
Inspector of Pennsylvania, the total number of persons employed had 
risen to 102,459, an increase of 27 per cent. Computing the increase 
in the value of the output at the same ratio, the latter would amount 
to about 215,000,000 dollars (about 45,000,000.) in 1909.

In 1910 there were in Philadelphia 125 establishments engaged in 
the manufacture of hosiery, and 105 in the manufacture of underwear 
and knit goods. 

In 1904 the value of the output of carpets in Philadelphia, 
25,200,000 dollars, represented over 40 per cent. of the production of 
the whole of the United States. In 1910 there were 90 carpet mills 
in the city, employing about 14,000 men. Of these mills 43 manu- 
factured ingrain carpets, 30 rugs, and 17 Brussels, Axminster, and 
other kinds of carpets. 

The output of cotton goods in Philadelphia in 1904 was valued 
at about 17,400,000 dollars; there are at present about 190 estab- 
lishments engaged in the industry. Cotton piece goods and yarns 
are little made, though there is a very small production of white piece 
goods. Tapestry and other light fabrics and cotton laces are largely 
manufactured. There has been a very large increase in the output of 
tapestry and lace in Philadelphia during the last five years. 

Philadelphia is the greatest woollen manufacturing centre of the 
United States, without taking into consideration the wool used in the 
carpet, hosiery, and knitted goods industries. It is also the great 
centre for the manufacture of yarns for the carpet and woollen indus- 
tries. 

In 1910 there were nearly 200 factories engaged in manufacturing 
woollen and worsted goods in Philadelphia (as against 136 factories 
in 1900) of which 75 made dress goods and men’s clothing, and 70 
yarn. ‘The census for 1910 will show a great increase in the value of 
the output. 

In 1910 there were 77 firms (as against 31 firms in 1900) employed 
in the manufacture of various kinds of silk goods, mostly upholstery 
materials, millinery and dress trimmings, ribbons and braids, and also 
broad silks and dress goods. 

There are a number of other industries of a textile character, in the 
manufacture of which Philadelphia holds the first rank in the United 
States, such as the manufacture of oilcloth, felt hats, and cordage, and 
the dyeing and finishing of textiles. 

H.M. Consul adds that the Philadelphia Textile School, which is 
fully equipped with machinery and laboratories, is of great assistance 
to the various textile industries. Every part of the textile manufac- 
turing industry is carried on there, and the pupils are instructed in 
all the details from carding and spinning to dyeing and finishing.

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FOREST RESOURCES OF THE WORLD. 


A Bulletin of the United States Department of Agriculture 
recently issued contains the following information relative to the 
forest* resources of the world :— 

The forests of Europe occupy an area of 750,000,000 acres, about 
31 per cent. of the total land area of the continent. The most wooded 
country is I'inland, followed by Bosnia and Herzegovina, and Sweden ; 
the least wooded countries are Portugal and Great Britain. The 
proportion of forest area decreases from the north and east of Europe 
towards the south and west. Russia, Finland, Sweden, and Norway 
together possess 583,000,000 acres of forest, or 78 per cent. of the 
total forest area in Europe.

The total forest area of the world, so far as shown in the above 
tables, is over 3,800,000,000 acres. ‘To this should be added the area 
of the forests of China, Corea, extra-tropical South America and parts 
of Africa, for which there are no available data. 

All figures for forest areas are more or less approximations. While 
the figures for the forests of Austria-Hungary, Germany, France, 
Sweden, Norway, Finland, Belgium and Switzerland may be regarded 
as fairly accurate, those for the Russian, Canadian, and United States 
forests are only quite approximate. The immense forest areas in 
Russia, the United States and Canada include a large proportion of land 
at present unproductive, such as swamps, burns, or lands which sooner 
or later will be taken up for agriculture, as well as forest land proper. 
As to the figures showing the percentage of forest land to the total, it 
must be borne in mind that the proportion of forests to total land 
area varies greatly in different parts of the same country.

1910, the Board of Trade have now received a copy 
of rules, dated 20th December, 1910, which have been issued under 
that Ordinance. 

Under these Rules it is provided, inter aha, that no cotton seed 
shall be issued to natives until it has been approved by the Director 
of Agriculture and no person, except a person authorised by the 
Governor, shall distribute seed to natives for cultivation on Crown 
land. 

No person may purchase native grown cotton, the production of seed 
distributed for cultivation on crown lands within the Protectorate, 
unless previously licensed.

The ‘Nyasaland Government Gazette” of 35lst December last, 
Consolidated contains copy of a Notification (No. 191 of 1910), 
of dated 20th December, 1910, which cancels the 
sem. various Schedules of the Consolidating Customs 
Ordinance of 1906 relative to the Customs duties and other charges 
imposed on goods imported into and exported from the Nyasaland 
Protectorate and, at the same time, provides for new schedules in lieu 
thereof. 

The list of articles which may be imported into the Protectorate 
free of duty has been somewhat extended, and now includes goods for 
the use of the Government, coin, agricultural and industrial machinery 
and farming implements, materials for roads, railways, tramways, 
telegraphs, and bridges, trees, plants, and seeds, manures and 
insecticides, leaf tobacco for export, cycles and other vehicles, live 
stock, printed matter, samples, baggage, camp furniture, &€., cups 
and trophies, gunny bags and cloth, goods for consular officers, tomb- 
stones, &c., boats, native foodstuffs, and naval uniforms, &c.

amends the “ Importation of Plants Ordinance of 1908.” 

Under the present Ordinance the Governor may, by Proclamation, 
absolutely or conditionally prohibit the importation, directly or 
indirectly, from any country, of any plants or any earth or soil, or any 
article packed therewith, or any packages or other articles or things 
which, in the opinion of the Governor, are likely to be the means of 
introducing any plant disease into the Protectorate. 

Where, in the opinion of the Botanical Authority, disinfection is 
not sufficient to destroy any insect pest or fungoid disease on any 
plant sent for disinfection, such plant may be destroyed. 





PROTECTORATE OF NORTHERN NIGERIA. 


The “ Northern Nigeria Government Gazette ” of 18th January, 1911, 
contains a Customs notice notifying, for general 
information, that, on and after Ist February, 1911, 
the Northern Nigeria Customs Officer at Offa will

GOLD COAST. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 380 of the “ Board 
Diiiheiin of Trade Journal,” of 20th August, 1910, relative 
icciithiiatadit to the proposed amendment of the Gold Coast 
Siaitaiiiie Customs Ordinance of 1876, the Board of Trade have 
now received, through the Colonial Office, copy of 

of an Ordinance (No. 12 of 1910), repealing section 45 of the Ordi- 
nance of 1876, and substituting an amended section regarding the 
information to be furnished by importers and exporters of goods in 
the Colony. 
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GOLD COAST— continued. 


The amended section now reads as follows :— 

‘‘ The information tobe furnished under the Ordinance in respect 
‘of goods imported or exported shall include such information 
“in regard to the goods as the Comptroller of Customs may 
“ require to be given, and particularly in the case of imported 
‘“‘ goods, the name of the place from which the goods were first 
“consigned to the Colony, and in the case of exported goods, 
“the name of the place of final destination of the goods, and 
“the Comptroller may, if he considers it necessary, require 
‘evidence to be produced to his satisfaction in support of any 
‘information so furnished. The forms in the first schedule to 
‘‘ this Ordinance may be altered by the Comptroller of Customs 
‘in such a measure as he thinks expedient for giving effect to 
‘‘ this section—provided that no form so altered shall come into 
‘force until it shall have been approved by the Legislative 
“ Council, and published in the ‘ Gazette.’ ” 





FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


A copy of an “ Extraordinary ” issue of the “ Federated Malay States 
Government Gazette” of 29th December last has 
been received, which contains copies of Customs 
Notifications (Nos. 2787-9) cancelling the previous 
Customs Tariff notifications in operation in Perak, Selangor and 
Negri Sembilan, and, at the same time, providing for a new tariff of 
import and export duties, with effect from lst January, 1911, in each 
of those States. 

The tariffs are practically a consolidation of the previous Customs 
notifications in force in the several States. The import duties are 
the same in each State, whilst the export duties are identical, except 
that provision is made in the Perak Export tariff for a duty of 
6°15 dols. per pikul on tin produced in Upper Perak (provided the 
duty be paid at Tusek), and for a duty of 5 dols. per pikul on fresh 
oysters on exportation from that State.

Rules and Regulations in force, with effect from 
Ist January, 1911, relating to the importation of 
dutiable liquors into Negri Sembilan.

Further, 
a definite agreement was recently made between the same two 
Norwegian firms on the one side, and the Swedish line and the East 
Asiatic Company of Copenhagen on the other, for a combined service 
to South Africa. The service to Australia was begun on the part of 
the Norwegian line in December. ‘The Norwegian line will begin 
operations during the coming spring with five ships for the traffic to 
South Africa, but this number will probably be increased later. For 
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the present one ship a month will sail for South Africa and one for 
Australia. Gothenburg, Brevik and Frederiksstad will generally be 
the loading places for the Australian line; for the African service 
Danish ports must also be included. More rarely the vessels will 
enter ports on the Baltic and on the west coast of Norway. The 
ships on the Australian service will to some extent take cargo for 
South Africa. (M. 4,063.)

Notice of intention to claim the reward must be given not later than 
31st March, 1912, and the conditions must be fulfilled by 31st March, 
1915.

tons in chlorate of potash (as against 55,760 tons). The -quantity 
now authorised for home consumption from May to December, 1911, 
is 219,780 metric tons of pure potash, as against 204,380 tons fixed 
in June last. 
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SWITZERLAND. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Zurich (Mr. J. C. Milligan) reports that in- 
creased facilities have been obtained by Belgian 
coal exporters for the transport of coal from 
Belgium into Switzerland. The Belgian Coal- 
owners’ Association in Lodelinsart-Charleroi has 
succeeded in obtaining on the Belgian State 
Railways from 1st January revised freight rates 
for collective consignments of 600 tons. 

The freight rates for direct railway transport from Sterpenich to 
Basle have undergone a further reduction. The time occupied for the 
transport of these large collective consignments, which are conveyed 
by special trains, from Charleroi to Basle is only three days, and to 
other Swiss stations four or five days. The special trains are divided 
up at Basle and despatched according to requirements into the interior 
of Switzerland.

&c. so as to permit of the working of trains having a carrying 
capacity of 1,000 tons; (2) to arrange for the construction and 
leasing of railways which will have as their principal object the 
fostering and development of the iron and steel industry and export 
trade.

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AUSTRALIA. 
The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Brisbane (Mr. M. Finucan) 
has furnished, under date 2nd January, the 
following information as to agricultural and com- 
mercial conditions and prospects in Australia, with 
special reference to Queensland :— 

The weather throughout 1910 was excellent. 
Highly satisfactory rains fell in all the wheat 
producing areas of the Commonwealth, and the 
crop should be a good one. The pastoral, dairying and agricultural 
industries are in a flourishing condition throughout Australia. In 
Queensland, stocking up of cattle and sheep has taken place in all 
the holdings, and the carrying capacity of the stations seems likely to 
be as great as before the drought of 1901-3. 

The butter industry in Queensland has, until quite lately, been con- 
fined practically to the southern parts of the State ; but, owing partly to 
the mild winters and copious rains in the north, the industry has begun 
to extend northwards, and may be carried on as far north as Cairns 
and Cooktown. 

The immigration policies of the several States, and the large public 
works and railway schemes put forward by the Commonwealth and 
various State Governments presage a great expenditure during the next 
decade. All the State Governments are likely to borrow money for 
carrying out the works projected. Queensland, therefore, and the 
other parts of the Commonwealth, will offer attractive fields for the 
extension of industries and for enterprise in trade and commerce ; for 
the increase of trade with the United Kingdom in hardware, 
machinery, apparel, &c. ; and for the investment of British capital in 
primary industries. (3,980.)

Statement 
of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions ” for the year 1909 has been issued (see notices on 
pp. 513 and 458 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 9th June and 
1st September, 1910, respectively, and p. 435 of this issue), and may be 
purchased* at a cost of 5s. 2d. for the first volume, 3s. 2d. for the 
second volume, and 3s. ld. for the supplement. This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than 
can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume 
abstract tables for the years 1905-1909, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each 
country ; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade 
of the United Kingdom with each foreign country and British 
Possession, and of the trade at each port of the United Kingdom ; 
and in the supplement a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual Statement” for 1908 and 
earlier years. 

It may be noted that for 1909 the figures of Volumes I. and II. 
relate to the countries of consignment for imports and countries of 
final destination for exports. A supplementary volume similar to 

that noted above for 1909 will continue to be issued for later years, in 
which particulars will be given as mentioned above, on the same 
basis as those published (up to the year 1908) in the first two 
volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the details of 
the differences resulting from the change of system for a further limited 


period.

Similarly exports were classified, in 
the volumes for 1909, according to the countries of final destination so 
far as known, even if those countries possessed no seaboard, whereas 
in earlier issues exports to countries possessing no seaboard were 
credited to the country in which the port of discharge was situated. 

The main object of this supplementary volume to the Annual 
Statement of Trade for 1909 is to present the classification of the 
imports and exports in accordance with the principles formerly 
adopted in the Tables of Vols. I. and IIL., so that the information 
necessary for a comparison of the results yielded by the two methods 
of classification may be available for a further term of years, as 
recommended in the Report of the Departmental Committee on Trade 
Records appointed in 1908 (Cd.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected 
matters, are placed on a special Register at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread 
approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in the number of names 
so registered. Formerly no charge was made for admission to the 
Register, the only requirement being subscription to the “ Board of 
Trade Journal.” The great increase in the number of names inscribed, 
and in the amount of information distributed has, however, rendered 
it necessary to make a small charge for the service, and accordingly 
firms desirous of utilising this source of information are now (since 
Ist April, 1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the 
Accountant General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., 
for the service, including the swpply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “ Journal,” as previously, through 
the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to have their 
names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1910, 1,130 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 74,203) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,104 
Circular letters and copies totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

NotEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified ina form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters. On application 
being made.to it either personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, 
so far as is possible, information with regard to the following 
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subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign 
and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of ‘Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial [Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being 15s. 2d.
